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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the "Brief 
Description of the Drawings" section is missing. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lu (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0101259 A1) in view of Astiz et al. (US 
Patent 6,035,330) ('Astiz'). 

With respect to claims 1 and 2, Lu teaches: 

at least one custom table for storing information and/or data (paragraph 21 lines 

1-2); 

at least on processing server that retrieves data and/or information from one or 
more databases and stores the data and/or information in the at least one custom table 
(paragraph 9 lines 1-7); and 

at least one processing module for storing data and/or information from the at 
least one custom table for display via a browser (paragraph 9 lines 17-19, paragraph 20 
lines 1-6). 

Lu does not explicitly teach that the data and/or information is stored in a 
hierarchical format or displayed in a hierarchical page format. 

Astiz teaches a world wide web navigational mapping system and method (see 
abstract) in which he teaches storing data and/or information in a hierarchical format 
(block 88 in Figure 10, column 12 lines 28-29). 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have modified Lu by the teaching of Astiz because storing 
data and/or information in a hierarchical format would enable easier, more efficient 
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access to a table and navigation through a browser (Astiz, column 5 lines 1-5 and 61-
